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UVic confers 
honorary degrees 
on seven achievers 

A world renowned conductor of choral music, a well-known Canadian actor, 
and an internationally acclaimed musician are among the seven outstanding 
individuals who will be awarded honorary degrees at the University of 
Victoria’s 1999 spring convocation, June 2-4. 

The seven honorary degree designates are (by ceremony): 

Flutist Paul Horn (June 2,9:30 a.m.), a versatile and widely popular 
recording artist whose creativity ranges from classical to jazz. The Victoria 
resident is hailed internationally as “a founding father of New Age music,” 
and has two Grammy awards to his credit. Horn will perform at convocation. 
(Doctor of Fine Arts) 

Sir David Willcocks (June 2,930 a.m.), generally regarded as the world’s 
pre-eminent conductor and teacher of choral music. He is president of the 
Royal College of Organists and director of the Royal Conservatory of Music in 
London, England. (Doctor of Music) Note.- At a free concert on June 1, 7:30 p.m. 
in UVic’s University Centre Farquhar Auditorium, Willcocks will conduct a 
gala choir made up of the CapriCCio Vocal Ensemble, the Linden Singers 
and the UVic Chamber Singers. 

Economist Thomas Shoyama Qune 2,2 p.m.), who spent most of his 
career in the public service, rising to the position of federal deputy minister of 
finance. Among his many honours are the Order of Canada and the Order of 
the Sacred Treasure from the government of Japan. (Doctor of Laws) 

Mavor Moore (June 3 ,930 a.m.), playwright, actor, poet, essayist, and 
prominent cultural activist, who has done much to advance the arts in 
Canada. He is currently chair of the B.C. Arts Council and a research professor 
without stipend at UVic. (Doctor of Letters) 

Byung-Hwa Cho (June 3,2 p.m.), South Korea’s most famous and widely 
read poet, as well as a painter, essayist, academic and administrator. He is 
currently president of the Korean Academy of the Arts. (Doctor of Letters) 
Edward Irving (June 4 ,930 a.m.), one of the world’s leading authorities 
on paleomagnetism — the study of the remnant magnetism of rocks. Irving, 
who lives in Sidney, is an emeritus scientist with Natural Resources Canada, 
where he worked for much of his career. (Doctor of Science) — 

Tom Jackson (June 4, 2 p.m.), singer, actor and humanitarian. Perhaps 
best recognized for his role on the CBC series North of 60, he is equally 
well known in charitable circles for creating the Huron Carole series of 
benefit concerts that raises almost $200,000 annually for Canada’s food 
banks. Jackson will perform at convocation. (Doctor of Laws) 


DO YEARBOOKS TRIGGER MEMORIES? 

Researchers seek Oak 
Bay High grads for 
memory study

A nostalgic movie may take you 
back to the decade of your teens, 
but for personal nostalgia, 
nothing can beat the movies in 
your own head that play when 
you glance through an old high 
school annual. 

Psychologist Dr. Stephen 
Lindsay and visiting scholar Dr. 
Don Read want to tap into the 
powerful memory-inducing 
powers of high school annuals as 
part of a research project they are 
conducting on adults’ memories of 
high school. 

Lindsay and Read are recruit¬ 
ing people who graduated from 
Oak Bay secondary 10 to 40 years 
ago to participate in the research 
— but they don’t want their 
prospective research subjects to 
glance through their yearbooks 
prior to the study. 

“That could skew the results,” 


says Lindsay. “We want people to 
come in and bring their year¬ 
books with them, without having 
looked at them recently. We’ll ask 
them to fill out a questionnaire 
that measures their level of 
involvement in high school 
activities since graduating, and 
then ask them to work on remem¬ 
bering certain kinds of informa¬ 
tion from their high school 
experience. Then we’ll send them 
home with a memory question¬ 
naire written for their particular 
grad class. There will be a second 
consultation, with one or two 
brief phone conversations in 
between. It requires some commit¬ 
ment (about three hours) and we 
are offering an honorarium.” 

Lindsay says there has been very 
little systematic research into adults’ 
memories of adolescence. By using

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the annuals, he and Read will be 
able to assess the accuracy and 
completeness of participants’ 
memory reports. This will enable 
them to explore questions such as: 
how does memory of adolescence 
vary with age and gender; what 
kinds of information are remem¬ 
bered better than others; and how 
much long-forgotten information 
can people remember if they work 
at it? 

In a related project, Lindsay 
and Read are looking for partici¬ 
pants who have kept diaries in 
the past. They don’t want to read 
anyone’s personal journal, they 
just want the diary writers to re¬ 
read some of their own old 
entries and then report on the 
memory experiences evoked by 
the re-reading. 

“Lots of well-known studies 
have been done in which people 
have kept diaries for a few 
months or years knowing they’re 
going to be quizzed on them. But 
that’s more like filling out a form 
than keeping a diary,” says 
Lindsay, explaining his approach.

M We want people to identify their 
oldest diary that they haven’t 
read recently, pick out some 
entries to read and then recount 


their experience upon re-reading 
their diary. 

“We’re interested in the 
relationship between time (the 


age of the diary), the nature of 
the experience recorded in the 
diary (is the entry about some¬ 
thing pleasant or unpleasant, 


common or usual) and the 
reaction to reading about it again. 
The older the diary, the better.” 

A third project involves a 
simple, anonymous questionnaire 
about memory for a variety of 
childhood experiences. Participants 
will receive and return the 
questionnaire in the mail. Complet¬ 
ing it will take less than an hour. 

“We’d like a nice, wide age 
range of participants for this 
aspect of the research,” says 
Lindsay. “It would be really neat to 
see if people who are 70 remember 
childhood events differently from 
people who are 20.” 

“There really has been little 
empirical work done of adults’ 
recollection of adolescence,” says 
Read, visiting from the University 
of Lethbridge. “Their memory is 
hard to evaluate without knowing 
the specific events that are 
recalled.” 

Lindsay and Read need more 
than 100 people to take part in 
their project. Anyone who is 
interested is asked to contact 
472-4490 for further information. 


Sociologist probes mindset behind teenage car theft

he rate of car theft is higher in 
B.C. than in any other province 
and almost half of those charged 
with auto theft are young offenders. 
Area police and ICBC are hoping 
that community partners whose 
work keeps them on the street after 
hours can help track down stolen 
vehicles, and Dr. Dan Koenig 
(sociology) is researching whether 
such a program is a deterrent to 
would-be car thieves. 

The stolen auto recovery team 
(START) is part of the Operation Co¬ 
operation program that links police 
forces with community business 
partners. It began on Vancouver 
Island two years ago when two 
private security companies ap¬ 
proached Saanich police about 
launching a program similar to one 
operating in Vancouver. There, two 
companies acted as extra sets of 
eyes for the Burnaby RCMP, watch¬ 
ing for illegal activity in the 
vicinity of nightclubs while the 
security firms conducted their 
regular rounds. 

Saanich police liked the idea but 
decided to expand the program both 
in terms of partners and scope. 
Besides private security companies, 
B.C. ferry workers at Swartz Bay, 
waste disposal operators, and 
members of UVic’s campus security

force were among those added to 
the team willing to watch for illegal 
activity and stolen cars. 

Partner companies and organiza¬ 
tions must have dispatch capability 
since BCTel provides dispatchers 
with pagers that receive regular 
police bulletins. Those out on the 
road are supplied with hand-held 
computers from ICBC which are 
updated twice-weekly with the 
licence numbers of stolen cars. 

In the two years since the 
program was first initiated on 
southern Vancouver Island, nine 


different police forces have signed 
on. And while the program was 
quietly expanding, Koenig was busy 
surveying students in 14 schools 
from Sooke to Sidney about their 
attitudes towards auto theft. 

START deliberately kept a low 
profile until Koenig’s initial data 
collection was complete. His results 
will be used as a baseline this fall 
when he’ll re-ask his questions to 
students to see if heightened aware¬ 
ness about programs like START 
dissuade youths from auto theft. 

“START isn’t necessarily in place 


to retrieve vehicles, but to raise 
the perception of risk attached to 
stealing. The fact that there are 
more people out there watching 
for stolen cars is assumed to act as 
a deterrent. Our follow-up survey 
will indicate if that is the case,” 
says Koenig who plans to analyse 
his survey results this summer. 

His seven-page survey asks 
students anonymously about their 
opinions on risk behaviour, why 
teenagers steal cars, and what 
kind of teenager is most likely to 
steal cars. Koenig’s involvement in 
START is a result of being the 
“unofficial research arm” of the 
Capital Regional District’s Traffic 
Safety Commission, of which he 
has been a member for the past 10 
years. 

“A lot of kids don’t consider the 
ramifications of their actions 
when they steal a car,” says Kevin 
McTavish, ICBC’s regional coordina¬ 
tor of public affairs and corporate 
marketing. “START may not change 
their opinions but Dan’s research 
will let us know either way. Cars 
are usually stolen for fancy 
wheels or stereos and quite a few 
of those are on campus. Having 
UVic’s campus security as a 
partner is very helpful. They’re out 
and about all over campus on a 
24-hour basis.”

While stolen vehicles may be the 
main focus of START, hot cars aren’t 
the only items recovered. In addition 
to finding 10 stolen autos, the 
program is credited with apprehend¬ 
ing three suspects in crimes 
unrelated to auto theft, recovering 
$100,000 in stolen property, and 
finding two elderly people with 
Alzheimer’s who had wandered 
away from their residence.

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Online network promotes community 
forestry worldwide 


When community foresters from 18 
countries gathered near Victoria last 
fall, they marked the end of their 
conference with a pledge to create 
an international community 
forestry network. The result was 
launched in March, along with an 
official declaration, supported by 
top community forestry experts 
from around the Asia-Pacific region. 

The “Saanich Statement,” devel¬ 
oped during the international 
gathering, lists key principles 
necessary to sustain forests, commu¬ 
nities and cultures around the world. 

“This declaration sets out the 
needed actions and policy reforms 
at the local, national and interna¬ 
tional levels if we are to sustain the 
world’s forests and the people that 
depend on them,” says Cheri Burda, 
project leader and senior researcher 
with UVic’s eco-research chair in 
environmental law and policy. 

The declaration and network 
now exist at <www.forestsand 
communities.org> The Web site 
connects projects as diverse as the 
Nepal-U.K. Community Forestry 
Project, a six-year-old initiative to 
assist groups to manage community 
forest areas in a sustainable manner, 
and the Windhorse Farm Ecoforestry 
School in Nova Scotia, a 150-year-old 
experiment in sustainability. 

The Web site also links non¬ 
governmental organizations, 
community and aboriginal groups, 
academics, policy makers, foresters, 
consultants and government 
representatives. Reports from last 
fall’s conference will be posted 
along with updates for a follow-up 
conference. 

“By sharing advocacy informa¬ 
tion and offering each other 
support we hope that this network 
will continue to expand to promote 
policy changes for community 
forestry here and around the 
world,” says Lesley Gilbert, the 
network co-ordinator. 

“This network will support 
community forestry locally and 
globally in a similar way to the 
Forest Stewardship Council’s 
support of ecologically rigorous 
forest certification,” says Dr. 

Michael M’Gonigle, eco-research 
professor of environmental law 
and policy. 

While there are many commu¬ 
nity forestry networks around the 
world, they are focused in the 
South, particularly Asia and Latin 
America. “There is a lot to be 
learned from the tropical forest 
regions where many communities

have successfully struggled for 
their right to manage forests and to 
be recognized by regional and 
national authorities,” says Patrick 
Anderson, forest campaigner for 


Greenpeace International. “This new 
network will provide an opportu¬ 
nity for Canada, where community 
forestry is in its infancy, to learn 
from these models.” 


IN MEMORIAM 


BEHROUZTABARROK 

Dr. Bebrouz Tabarrok, executive director of the UVic institute 

for integrated energy systems, died on April 20. The following 
is excerpted from the program distributed at 
a memorial service held April 23: 

Born in Teheran, Bez — as he was affectionately known — left his 
home and country for boarding school in England at age 13. He never 
lived in Iran again, but over the years he returned as a visiting scholar 
and to see family. 

On April 20,1963 Bez married Carolyn Croft. A good student, 
always interested in engineering and curious about everything, he 
earned his PhD from Oxford University two years later. The couple 
came to Canada in 1965, when Bez became assistant professor of 
mechanical engineering at the University of Toronto. 

Through the 1970s and ’80s, Bez was an active teacher, scholar and 
consultant, rose to full professor, and received many fellowships and 
other honours. When UVic decided to create a faculty of engineering, 

Bez was selected to become the founding chair of the department of 
mechanical engineering in 1987. 

Bez remained department chair for a decade, during which he 
devoted his tremendous energy, goodwill and sense of humour to 
building an excellent department. One of the things that impressed 
many was how he put his own career needs second so that younger 
faculty members would have greater opportunities. In 1993, he co¬ 
authored a book, Variational Methods and Complementary Formula¬ 
tions in Dynamics, with his good friend Fred Rimrott. 

Bez is leaving us a strong legacy. Former students from around the 
world attest to his teaching and dedication. Bez expected from other 
people the traits that he himself exhibited: goodwill, fairness, modesty, 
maturity, principled courage, and a sense of the ridiculous. Were he here 
now, he would give us one of his favourite sayings: “Go for the gold.”

Edmonton Journal publisher Linda Hughes, York University astronomer 
Dr. Marshall McCall, and Canadian national rugby team captain Gareth 
Rees are this year’s recipients of distinguished alumni honours from the 
UVic Alumni Association. 

The awards will be presented at the association’s annual general 
meeting and dinner May 26 at the Faculty Club. 

“I’ve had a lot of luck. I was in the right place at the right time in a 
period where there was a lot of change and movement within the 
newspaper industry,” says Hughes, who graduated in 1972 and rose 
through the ranks of the Journal to become publisher in 1991. 

McCall graduated with a degree in physics and astronomy in 1976. 

In 1997 he and a collaborator identified three of the five brightest 
galaxies in the northern sky. “I worked like a dog at UVic,” says McCall. 

“I didn’t realize it then, but I know now that the UVic astronomy 
program is competitive with any university.” 

When Rees leads Canada onto the field at this October’s World Cup 
tournament, he will have appeared as team captain in each of the four 
World Cups to date - a feat unmatched by any other player. After 
graduating from UVic in 1991, Rees earned his master’s from Oxford. He 
plays professionally in England and teaches and coaches at Eton College, 
where Prince William was among his students. “UVic was in my blood 
from childhood,” says Rees. “When I first got on campus, I made it my 
goal to bring UVic rugby up to the level of Vikes basketball and rowing.

UVic libraries launch new on-line catalogue 


S tarting Monday, May 10, you’ll notice some welcome changes when you log on 
to the main UVic or Priestly law library on-line catalogues. 

Whether you connect via home or office computer or the public access termi¬ 
nals in the libraries, you’ll no longer use the command-line interface to search for 
materials. The new Web-based system will employ the familiar point-and-click 
graphical user interface via standard Web browser software, such as Netscape or 
Internet Explorer. 

In addition to more advanced search capabilities, the new system will also 
enable you to view a list of items you have checked out, due dates, fines, and the 
status of any recalls you’ve placed. 

UVic libraries staff have been preparing for the switchover for the past two 
years. Originally designed in the 1970s, the previous system was a leader for 
nearly two decades. The new system, however, provides better and easier access to 
information resources, offers new functionality and services, uses a graphic Web 


interface, and runs an integrated library system behind the scenes that will make 
acquisitions, cataloguing and circulation operations more efficient and economi¬ 
cal. 

Libraries staff have planned the change-over for this time of year to minimize 
disruption to users. It should proceed with little impact on the availability of 
library services or materials. For users familiar with database searching using the 
Web, there should be little challenge in using the new system immediately. 
Reference librarians will be happy to help you learn to use the new system. 
They’re also preparing introductory sessions and help sheets that will be available 
in September to familiarize users with the new system and help them take full 
advantage of its features. 

An official launch of the new system is planned for September.

Whales need food too 

Salmon’s role as a food source for 
marine mammals has never been 
factored into or made a formal part of 
annual fish allocations by the Depart¬ 
ment of Fisheries and Oceans, says Dr. 
Dave Duffus, director of UVic’s whale 
research lab. Duffus was commenting on 
the recent addition of B.C. killer whales 
to an updated list of Canada’s at-risk 
animals. There is speculation that 
dwindling salmon stocks are linked to a 
decline in the resident killer whale 
population off southern Vancouver 
Island. “There is still so much to be 
known about the relationship between 
salmon and killer whales,” says Duffus, 
“While killer whales are better known 
than most whales, ecologically we still 
know very little about them. That’s why 
strong protection of killer whales is 
required until we know more.” 



Up the creek 
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The toppled stumps and meandering creek may look natural\ but this 
tributary of Blenkinsop Creek near the Swan Lake Christmas Hill Nature 
Sanctuary was created last year from a design by Patricia Edmonds, a UVic 
geograpby/environmental studies master’s student. Instead of installing a 
linear drainage ditch, the municipality of Saanich collaborated with 
Edmonds to construct a meandering stream, complete with ponds and 
riparian wetland areas, to encourage the growth of native plants, attract 
wildlife and provide better sediment filtration while maintaining the 
hydrologic function of the creek The work was completed through Edmonds’ 
two-year appointment with the sanctuary and funded through a variety of 
government and private agencies Volunteers work with Edmonds to 
eradicate invasive, non-native species like Himalayan blackberry bushes 
from the area and encourage more diverse native plant growth

Cycling, parking among “emotional and political” transportation issues

Now that students at the University 
of Victoria have voted to accept the 
universal bus pass, the spotlight 
turns to the university’s other 
transportation issues — including 
cycling facilities, pedestrian safety, 
and parking. 

“We need to concentrate on 
improving facilities to encourage 
more people to start cycling,” says 
John Holland, chair of UVic’s bicycle 
users sub-committee. Although an 
estimated 1,000-2,000 people cycle 
onto campus every day, he says, 
there has been no evidence of a 
significant increase in bicycle usage 
at UVic in the last few years. Bicycle 
parking, storage of equipment, and 
more bike lanes on routes to campus 
are the main concerns of cyclists, 
adds Holland. 

Some cyclist-friendly improve¬ 
ments have been made at the 
university, he says. “We’ve upgraded 
a few road intersections, added some 
lockers for cyclists’ gear, and 
arranged for showers at the gyms to 
be made available for those who 
want to bike to campus.” Covered 
parking spaces for bikes have also 
recently been installed next to the 
McPherson library. “These covered 
spaces are a prototype,” says 
Holland, “but we’d really like to see 
them built across campus.” 

“That will be up to our depart¬ 
ment,” says Dick Chappell, of UVic’s 
facilities management department, 
which is responsible for locating 
crosswalks, car lots, and bike lockers 
on campus. “Unless the covered 
spaces are well-used, we won’t go 
any further with them.” He adds 
that the old bus loop was turned 
into covered parking a few years 
ago, but not many cyclists use it. 

Facilities management’s last 
major transportation initiative was 
to lower the speed limit on the 
university’s Ring Road from 
50 km/h to 40 km/h last August. 


This needed the agreement of Oak 
Bay and Saanich municipalities, who 
share jurisdiction over the campus. 

“There had been some accidents 
and some complaints about the 
speed of vehicles [around Ring 
Road],” says Chappell, “but since any 
change in the speed limit has to be 
enforced by the local police, it had 


solve these problems, he says. 

Chappell has heard these 
suggestions before, along with 
another that the entire Ring Road 
be ‘pedestrianised.’ “Although I can 
see these being tried at some time in 
the future,” he says, “there’s still the 
question of whether people would 
actually use walkways or tunnels to

to be mandated through the by-laws 
of both municipalities.” 

Holland says the speed limit 
should be lowered further, to 30 
km/h. “I don’t think drivers are 
necessarily obeying the current 
limit,” he says. 

Rob Fleming, former chairperson 
of UVic’s student society (UVSS), 
who negotiated the U-pass with B.C. 
Transit, thinks 30 km/h is unrealis¬ 
tic. But he is concerned about the 
use of Ring Road. “There are two 
issues around Ring Road,” he says, 
“the safety of pedestrians crossing 
and the flow of traffic.” There 
should be walkways or tunnels — 
perhaps a tunnel from the library to 
the student union building — to

cross the road.” 

Facilities management is also 
concerned with the safety of those 
walking around campus, he says, and 
is planning to introduce traffic 
barriers to restrict access for vehicles 
trying to drive in pedestrian areas 
around university buildings. 

Despite these side-issues, “traffic 
build-up is still the main transporta¬ 
tion issue for UVic,” and adding 
more roads or parking spaces is not 
the solution, says Chappell. “There’s 
little room for more parking lots at 
the university that wouldn’t 
endanger treed areas,” he says. 

Bill Johnston, operations support 
manager in campus security, is 
responsible for the parking system 


at the university. He agrees that 
building more parking lots is not an 
option and adds that there are 
already enough parking spaces on 
campus — if drivers are willing to 
look for them. 

“There are more than 4,000 
parking spaces at UVic,” says 
Johnston, “but it’s the shopping mall 
syndrome of trying to find the 
space that’s nearest where you want 
to be. Most people want to park 
where their office or department is; 
they don’t want to park and walk 
across campus. 

Parking is a very “emotional and 


political issue,” he says, adding that, 
“to make a go of transportation 
alternatives like cycling, you have to 
raise parking costs — but who 
wants to pay more for parking?” 

Some drivers already complain 
about paying for parking at UVic, 
but at $118.50 a year for an unre¬ 
served space, Johnston says this is 
“the lowest parking rate [for a 
university] in Canada.” The bottom 
line, he says, is that parking is not a 
condition of education or employ¬ 
ment, “and that’s why the service is 
run like a business.”
